Nbkdlks.CmI .February 28 —The per­ 
sona who Wtre injured in the accident 
on the A tlantic and Pacitio Railway 
by the train going through the burned 
bridge on Saturday night were bronght 
in h tre last night and everything that 
oould be thought of was done for their 
comfort. 
Engineer Hodgdon died early 
yesterday. 
H is bravery and presence of 
mind in applying the air-brakes and re­ 
versing his engine saved many lives. 
The company had physicians on hand 
soon after, and the injured are all doing 
well. 
Express M essenger Thompson, 
although injured, worked at the wreok 
and saved nearly all th e treasure, about 
4200,000. The balance of the express 
was a total loss. 
All the east-bound 
mail, except four paper pouches, was 
rescued. 
Only two or three truuke were 
saved of all the baggage. 
The remains 
of Brakemnn Gilbert w ire picked up and 
would not tili a candle-box. 
The fire­ 
man escaped without a scratch. 
N oth­ 
ing remains of the engine and three cars 
but a ma*s of old iron. 
The train did 
not take ñre till about twenty minutes 
after it ran eft the bridge, and the flumes 
came from one of the lamps which ex­ 
ploded in the mail-car. 
How th e br dgo 
caught fire no ono Beems to know. 
A 
track was built around the wreck nnd 
trains are now running on time. The 
wrecked train con-isted of seven curs, 
containing about seventy passengers.

THE ASSEMBLY. 
In the Assembly this morning Shana­ 
han’s resolution C a l l i n g for an invest g I- 
tion of the State Prison Directors mob 
taken up for etnsideration. 
Granger, of 
Butto, proposed an omeudnient th at a 
committee of three be appointed to make 
hu investigation, after adjournm ent of 
the Legislatura and to report to the 
Governor. 
J. B. Brown moved to lay 
the resolu'iou on the table, nud this mo­ 
tion prevailed by a vote of 41 to 19. 
The bill appropriating §60,000 for 
maintaining the State Mining Burean 
during the next two fiscal years was 
passed—59 yea», 7 noes. 
The afternoon was mostly taken np 
by the first reading of bills. 
Kuox'c 
Sunday law was referred on first reading. 
A message was received from the Gov­ 
ernor stH.ing that lie had approved Ah- 
sembly bill No. 49, relating to chattel 
mortgages, which includes wino and 
brandy tu the cask among proporty that 
tney be mortgaged. 
Tho bill which has 
passed th e Senate to prevent the sophis­ 
tication and adulteruiion of wine, was 
ordered engrossed. 
Brooks’ Pilot bill, reducing tho present 
rate of pilotage, was passed by a vote of 
56 to 16. 
Lawrence changed bis vote, 
and gave notice of reconsideration.

The attack on the Ice Palace a t night by 
the Snow-shoe Club was the most ex­ 
citing aud m igaifio'ut sight I ever saw. 
O jr room at the W indsor—which is 
the 
grandest hotel 
I know of, not 
excepting 
the Palace in 
San Fran- 
c¡eCo—looked out on. Dominion square, 
which 
contained 
30,000 
people. 
There aro five toboggan slides owned 
by the Montreal club, the Lansdowne, 
the Park, Jacques Cartier, aud the Fugue 
BLue—the lattvr I have been made au 
honorary member and had a pioture 
taken in my costume. 
The Maze is 
made of ice, like everything else, and 
wh*n you reach the top you find ladies 
serving tea and coffee. 
The center of 
the Ice Palace has a skating rink of real 
ice, of coarse, and there are booths in 
which tea and coffe are served. 
We 
had a box right near that of the Gover­ 
nor General, and ne irly everybody had 
on skates, and hundreds of splendidly 
dressed ladies and gentlemen waltzed 
aud danced the “ Lanciers” ju st as iu a 
ballroom at home, only they all did 
these dances on skates. 
Another great s<gbt was the procession 
of sleighs, from four-horse ones down to 
oue-borte 
ones. 
Some 
had throe 
horses abreast, and they have musio and 
lo*s of fun. 
Everything is on runners, 
Irom th e street-cars down to the baby- 
carriages. Ju st think of it I Nurses ou' 
with babies and the therm ometer 209 
below zero. 
T hat was the figure tub 
afternoon, and I wont ont sleighing up 
the St. Lawrence and didn’t feel cold, 
aud I born among the orange groves of 
Los Angelos—and I ’m telling you the 
truth about the weather. 
This morning I went tobogganing down 
the deepest slide at the “ M ontreal,” but 
there is no fun in coming here if you 
Oin’t take a har.d in everything. 
Yon 
ft-el wheu coming down the slide as if 
you wore brit'g sh9t out of a cannon, oi 
had dropped from the too of the W ash 
ingtou Monument, but it’s great fun, ull 
the same. 
The weather bMS bren bean 
liful all the time, exoept th at it snowed 
one day. 
Bat I see bv the papers that 
it bns snowed in San Francisco. 
This is all I have to say.

T he report begins as follows: 
“ The 
unanimity repeatedly expressed ia the 
Senate aud the House of Representa­ 
tives have given the managers on the 
part of the House every hope th at by 
m utual concession an agreem ent would 
he reached in the couference, which 
would result in 
giving such ample 
authority to the Prcsi ieul «a m ight be 
necessary for the satisfactory settlement 
pendmg on the question of Americau 
fisheries on the Canadian coast. 
I t iu 
therefore w ith tho deepest regret and 
disappointm ent that we are compelled to 
report disagreem ent.” 
The report is 
s gued by Messrs. Belmont and Clement. 
M r. Rice, of Mississippi, does not join 
in the report. 
It ii believed th at no re­ 
quest will be made by the House for 
tnrther conference and any overtures in 
tliat direction 
must come from the 
Senate. 


A n O b j e c t io n a b l e C la u s e . 


W a s h in g t o n , February 28.—The Sen­ 
ate amendments to tho Puc fic Railway 
Investigation resolution, w ith a single 
exception, are understood to be accepta­ 
ble to the House Committee on Pacific 
Railways, but the clause providing for 
th e appointm ent of Commissioners is re­ 
garded as so objectionable th at a confer­ 
ence is necessary. 
Tho President h js 
intimated that if the words “ by and with 
th e advice and c naent of the Senate” 
remain in the resolution he cannot ap­ 
point Commissioners before the assem­ 
bling of the next Congress. 
His reason 
for so bolding is that according to the 
decisions of the Attorney-General the 
resolution does not create sach au oilice 
as can be filled when Congress is not in 
session.

THE EXPIATION 


Roxalana Drnse Pays With 
Her Life 


THE MURDER OF HER HUSBAND. 


She Confesses H er Crime and Dies 
Whilst Screaming' 
LondJy. 


Associated Press Dlspatoh to the Usual®. 


Hickkimkk, N. Y., February 28,— 
Roxulana Dnise, who m urdered her hua- 
band, George Druse, in December, 1884, 
was bunged for the crime at noon to ­ 
day. 
A lter services last evening, M rs. 
Druse remained up until about 11:30. 
Deputy Sheriff Mauion, w ith Mr. and 
Mrs. W aterman, were w ith her. 
Tbe 
death watch induced her to lie down, 
and she slept about four hours of q a ie t 
sleep. 
Shu awakened with u start, aud 
upou arieing began to w rite letters aa 
calmly 
as 
she 
had a t 
any tim e 
during her incarceration. 
In one of 
these she thanked the Sheriff for hia 
kindness to her, and asked that ber 
body m ight be given to her sister for 
Christian burial. 
After writing she lay 
down again aud fell iuto a doze. 
She 
was attacked w ith hy*teri>i in a violent 
form, nud it required cousideruble effort 
upon the part of the watchers to calm 
her. Dnriug the uight she a e one of the 
heartiest meata she had eaten since she 
was a prisoner. 
She bad about two 
hoars’ rest after 4 a . m., but did not 
sleep soundly at any t me. 
Rev. Dr. 
Powell visited Mrs. Druse about 9, and 
did all in his power to calm her and pre­ 
pare her for the awful moment. 
The 
execution was witnessed by twenty-live 
persons, including the officers. 
Ju.it before going to the scaffold M rs. 
Druse made affi lavit declaring that her 
daughter Mary, now confined in Onon­ 
daga penitentiary, had nothing whatever 
to do ivith the killing of ber lather. 
Yesterday morning Mrs. Druse m ade 
a confession to Dr. Pjw ell, Her spiritual 
adviser, in which she declared th a t 
Charles G ates had instigated her to com­ 
mit the murder, and th at he provided 
her with the revolver. 
8he declared 
that after she fired the first shot Gates 
fired the three succeeding shots from a 
window. 
She confessed to having cut 
up her husband’s body. 
According to 
her statem ent Gates took the fragments 
away and burned them. 
She claimed 
th at she killed Druse b'cause he4iad 
treated her cruelly aud brutally. 
A t 11:42 Mrs. Druse and Dr. Powell 
knelt ou tbe fioor of the scaffold under 
the rope. 
Mrs. Druse held her daugh­ 
ter’s bonnet in her hand, and closed ber 
eyes while Dr. Powell offered a prayer. 
The prit-ouer was dressed in a black 
cashmere dresi, with laced neck aud 
s le e v e s . 
She worn a small shawl over 
her shoulders. 
Tho woman maintained 
bur composure on the sc-fl'old until the 
cap was drawn over her face. 
Then she 
began to moan, ami finally screamed so 
loudly th a t tbe noise could be heard in 
the street adjoining the jail. 
A fter the 
trap was sprung and she had fallen, she 
made but one convulsive movement.

Vonrteeu seedy, heavy eyed iudlvidn 
ale, all of the degradod sort of humanity, 
were inarched into Justice Austin s Court 
yesterday afternoon about 4 o’clock, to 
answer to a charge ol vngranoy. 
They 
were gathered into the fold at Congress 
Hal), on Main stre* t, at au early hour 
yesterday moruiDg, but by the time the 
m atinee commence».! they were freshened 
and evidently bud made an c Hurt to look 
as respectable as possible. Home of them 
were evidently of the laboring class, 
b a t little sym pathy could they claim on 
th a t account, for liad they not lo3t their 
aolf-respect, providing they ever had 
any, they would nut have b:-ou found in 
euch a place. 
T he trouble is th at in all 
business centers whore meney is plenty 
and poople are free-handed are found 
thoasauds of th e tramp fraternity. 
A 
town th at is ouco marked is doomed to 
this pestilential evil uutil some seven 
steps are taken to get rid of them. 
Tramps belong 
to a great fraternity, 
which has its signs, passwords and rules 
as well as the great orders to which hon 
ester hum anity belongs. 
These sign- 
serve us guiding-posts as surely as dues 
the surveyor’s monument, and while 
they 
cauuot 
be 
understood 
by 
anyone 
outside 
of 
the 
fraternity, 
they give rise to u great deal of annoy­ 
ance to those w ho have ot:co led or 
treated a member of the order w ith 
kindness. 
An examination of a tram p’s 
pockets invariably reveals a nuil or a 
piece ot chalk, thu implements used in 
designating houses w here they can or 
can not obtain food or mouey. 
Many 
E 
eoplo in this and other communities 
ave wondered at the crosses and other 
marks whioh they have observed on 
their fences und sidewalks. These marks 
are those of the tram p fraternity. 
One 
lady residing in ou« of the suburbs a 
short tim e ego gave some fooJ to a beg­ 
gar, and for a week afterw ard the hon.se 
was ubaoluttly besieged by tram ps ask- 
iug to be fed. 
Although obaritauly in­ 
clined, this lady could not utf.rd to teed 
from thirteen to six toen tramps a day, 
and she stoppt il her free lunch. Since 
the tirsb day on which she refused every 
beggar, «lie has not been annoyed, and 
this gives cone usive proof th at they 
m ust have some 
way of 
informing 
each other of her intentions. This is a 
single case and there are no doubt mauy 
moro of a sim ilar nature, and if the in­ 
habitants of a town are free-handed, is 
it not reasonable to bslit-vo th at the 
news will be spreud and the town 
inundated 
w ith 
such 
characters? 
The peoplo 
of 
Los 
Angeles must 
hnve been very gentrou*, for there are a 
large num ber of 
tramps in town now 
aud others are now beading this way. 
If all those arrested are not treated se­ 
verely by the law the unm ber will not 
decrease very soon, for once they gain 
adm isión they are tenacious 
I t is dif­ 
ficult for a Court, however, to decide 
ju st which of tbe parties brought before 
it deserves sentence, for w h tn arrested 
they all have plausible tale* to relate 
They aro either working, or elre they 
have worked, or are about to work, uud 
if some one tula be true and tho others 
false it is almost impossible to distin­ 
guish which th at one is; consequently it 
is probable that some guilty oues escape 
and some that arc innocent suffer. 
If 
they do it is their own fault, for they 
■honld iiot be found io such circum­ 
stances as will render them liable to sus­ 
picion. 
All of th e fourteen before the 
Court yesterday stated th a t they had 
worked and sumo Baid th at they were 
working, bnt the fact th a t they were 
found in Congress Hull asleep in the 
chairs, on the tables and on tho floor, 
seemed to prove conclusively th at they 
were either then» to tober off or else 
to sleep thero free of charge.

had only 
been 
there 
one 
night, 
and others 
were 
known 
to 
Lave 
been 
there 
for 
days 
and wetk*. 
Justice Austin after carefully hearing 
the evidence allowed livo to go, sen­ 
tenced one to iLreo days, four to live 
days and four to teu days in the comity 
jail. In other communities tram ps think 
them selves fortunate if they escape with 
less than thirty day». 
Of tbe fourteen 
only two hud any money-— oue ha l $9.J5 
and the other tifiy ctnts. 
There are 
several other places than Congro-s II all 
th at are frequented by tiam ps and the 
sooner they ¡.re broken tip the better it 
will bo for the community.
